ments in prominent daily papers were 
true. 
These newspaper articles, from 
some of which 
Mr. Txiomis quoted, 
intimated that 
Mr. Hay 
was very 
anxious to have Mr. Loomis dismissed

the Bowen-Loomis affair,

appeared to be a disease with him;

Roost volt. in his reply, 
most 
emphatically 
states that 
the 
newspaper statem ents are unfounded 
in fact and the direct reverse of the 
truth.

talking to Mr. Loomis on the subject. 
and that Mr. Hay said he disagreed 
with both Mr. Taft and the president 
on the mild censure of Mr. Loomis in 
Mr. Taft's report, saying he felt Mr. 
Loomis was in no way whatever cen­ 
surable and 1 hat the only action that 
had been called for was the dismissal 
of Mr. Bowen and the announcement 
of Mr. Loomis’ entire vindication.
